Dr PARKS' Third Commencement Addrew at 
Racine College. Itiien interesting and able j 
Deduction, and we quote a few extracts. 
, 


The number of our itudenti, saye the Ker. 


Speaker, "ha« gone on steadily increasing; and . 
we hnve numbered ten more this session, than 
luring the corresponding period of the prece- 
ling year. The debt on our College building 
s also nearly paid, chiefly by donations from 
,ind friends at the East,.through the agency of 
he Rev. Mr. Millett; and our College Library 
now numbers upwards of a thousand volumes. 
Our Teachers have faithfully performed their 
duty ; and I much regret the resignation of Mr. 
Periochicf, though his place, I trust, will be 
ably filled by Mr. Seymour. Our Faculty will 
of course bo enlarged, as fast as the number of 
Indents shall require it; and I hope that at no 
distant day another edifice, twin to the one now 
built, will rise by its side, to supply the wants 
of a growing Institution. 


'•Our object i. to unite, as far as po.s.ble.the 


elements of both aeculnr and religious educa- 
ion; and this without doing violence to the 
views of any party in politics, or any denomi- 
nation. 
What sacrifices I have made, in endeavoring 


to carry it forward, no language can express.— 
But there it a monument in yonder Evergreen 
Cemetery, of one, who iu the prime of woman- 
hood, and in all the lovliness of her sex, gave 
her life a sacrifice to this object—a life as dear 
to me as my own. Tliat monument had never 
stood there.but for this institution in its neighbor- 
hood ; which, by such hallowed associations, is 
consecrated anew, as it were, to the service of 
Gou and tho cause of Truth." 


In closing his address to the students, Dr. 


PAHKS beautifully says: 


"My blessing will go with you, to the end of 


ifo's journey ; my prayers will be yours, while 
1 have a heart to pray. And.if we are to meet 
no more in yonder College balls, may we all 
neet hereafter, in the radiant mansions of light, 
to dwell in God's immediate presence, and sing 
the wondcra of Redeeming Love !" 


•Terrible encounter with the Inilinn*. 
Fifteen Indians of tho Lipan tribo on the 


evening of Juno 30th surrouuded tho house of 
Mr. Westfiill in the wilds of Texas, during his 
absence. They waited in ambuscade, however 
for him, and suceedcd.in severely wounding 
him, but ho managed to gain his house, which 
was occupied by a Frenchman named Louis, 
and a much loved dog. 


He fastened the door, and the Indians then 


commenced an attack on tho house. 
Louis 


and Westfall now commenced shots with them 
in rapid aucession, but WeRtfall wa( fast failing 
from lose of blood. Louis approached an aper- 
ture in the wall in order to make sure aitu.and 
was shot through the heart, fell and expired.— 
The faithful dog, on seeing Louis fall, and Ihe 
blood streaming from his body, became frantic 
with rage, and rushing out of a small aperture 
sprang among the Indians, seized one and tore 
every gHrment from his body, and was on the 
eve of killing him. when he was shot and over- 
powered by the demons in human form that 
surrounded him. 


Westfield, though faint with loas of blood 


stuck bis gun out to keep up appearances and 
the Indians, no doubt, thinking they would have 
a long siege and many of them being sovrelj 
wounded, left, taking with them all the horses 
belonging to the ranch. It was now night, anc 
Westfall remembers of crawling to bis bee 
which was the last consciousness he had unti 
Sunday evening, when ho found bimseH lying 
on bed covered with blood that came from the 
wound and from his mouth. Atsunsoton Mon 
day evening he started toward Fort Inge for as 
sistance, but succeeded that night in getting 
only four miles—and on Wednesday evening he 
arrived at a house in the vicinity of Fort Inge 
where he procured assistance and his physician 
has strong hopes of his recovery. 


Mr. Westfall is a man of strong frame and 


extraordinary constitution. Ho is a terror to 
the Indians and is known on the frontier by 
the name of " Leather Stocking." 


Horrid murder nnd iTIutinj. 


On the 28th of June, as the English ship 


" Her Majesty," was in the Mediterranean, one 
of the crew, James Veale, who had been stub, 
born and insulting, was found, asleep when i 
was his watch, and the Captain, taking a bucket 
of water, dashed it into his face. Yeale awoke 
\n a rnge and started up. The captain walked 
toward! to cabin, and Veale ran round tbi 
other side of the niast, drew out a largo case 
knife and stabbed him in several places. The 
man at the wheel, observing tho transaction 
called out to another "Take the wheel till I 
go and call the mate." Veale hearing thet 
word*, ran down the companion and got into 
the state-room of the mate and stabbed him 
several times, exclaiming, "There, there!1 


The mate struggled faintly with him, but ha< 
only strength to extricate himself .from his 
berth and crawl up the companion, when be 
fell upon the deck. 


The murderer after ditpatching-the mate en 


deavored to kill two others of the crew, who 
bad taken refuge in a state room, but could not 
force open tbe door. 


Foiled in thii he went forward and stabbed 


tbe cook and a tailor savagely .killing one anc 
wonnding the other dangerously. 


The men in the State room where dread 


fully alarmed but one of them stole up tho 
companion way with a pair of loaded pistols 
which he had got in the state-room of the cap 
tain. As he got near the head of the compan 
ion, bit bead being in a bent poiture, he wa 
met by Veale returning from his work of blooi 
in theforecaitle, and received two,«tab«— one 
in tbe back and one in the shoulder. 


At last, however, the brutal fiend was thot in 


tbe leg by oneof the surviving crew and made 
bit way into the fprecattle. Signals of distress 
were hoiited .and answered, and assittanc 
came from another ve»«el, but when they wen 
forward to secure Veale he was found dead 
baring committed suicide. Thus ended one o 
the most horrible tissue of crimes of which we 
have ever beard, and it seems but charity to be 
Here tbe more than triple murderer was labor 
ing under a fit of insanity, at the time of com 
mitting the heart chilling and murderous deeds 
Daring all the bloody transaction a nephew o 
the owner of the skip, a little boy, who wa* on 
board, got into the rigging and so escaped.

A Trip into th« Country on the La Croue BaCroad. 


Yesterday afternoon, tbe President, Officers, 


aod a number of tbe Directors, together -with 
several members of tbe Press of this city, and 
a small number of our citizens, took a ride into 
the country, tome twenty-five miles, on the La 
Crosse Road. We confess, we were surprised 
at the rapidity.with which this road is progress- 
ing. The track is now laid for a distance of 
twenty-seven miles, and is being put down at 
the rate of half a mile per day. The Road, 
although new, is in a very good condition,and a 
large number of men and two construction 
trains are engaged in ballasting it, preparatory 
to commencing operations in earnest. This 
will be done as soon as the track ia laid to Hart- 
ford, 36 miles from this city, which will be in 
the course of two or three weeks. We were 
informed that by the 5tL of October tho Road 
will be completed to Horicon, 51 miles from 
this city, which will open to them the vast and 
rapidly-increasing transportation business of 
that rich region. 
The first section of tho Hor- 


icon Road—from Horicon to Waupun—is ex- 
pected to be'completed by that time, which 
will give us a Railroad connection wHh Fond 
du Lac, along-looked for and greatly-desired 
event. 


This Road passes through one of the richest 


and most populous regions ot this State. The 
exhaustless Iron mines of Dodge and Washing- 
ton Counties, together with the excellent farm- 
ing country on the entire lino of the Road, will 
serve to make it one of the beat paying Roads 
in the country. It is in the hands of energetic 
men, and will be pushed ahead as fast as means 
and labor can do it. The work on the first 15 
miles has been very heavy, tho country being 
heavily timbered, and in many places deep ex- 
vationa have been required. 


The company will soon have iron enough on 


hand to complete the Road to Beaver Dam,and 
a number of freight cars are being put togeth- 
er at the Depot, in the Second Ward. 
They 


are now constructing a Warehouse and Grain 
platform, 500 feet lone on the eidu of the track 
opposite the mills.
